No Idea if Hurt 
By Gas Bill Veto, 
President Says 


Unalterably 
Opposes Rigid 
Farm Price Supports 


WASHINGTON ap - President 
Eisenhower said today he hasn't 
the slightest idea whether his veto 
of the natural gas bill has hurt 
him politically. 
The President, who favored the 
bill’s objectives, repeated his ex- j 
planation 
that he 
rejected the ! 
measure because a minor segment i 
of a great industry engaged in j 
arrogant and indefensible acts in 
lobbying for its passage. 
The gas bill veto was one of 
several issues Mr. Eisenhower dis­ 
cussed at a news conference large­ 
ly dominated by his second-term 
announcement. He also made these 
points: 
1. He is unalterably opposed to 
high rigid farm price supports and 
wants Congress to take speedy, 
positive action on his own program 
for a “ soil bank” and flexible sup­ 
ports. 
He declined to say if he 
would veto the rigid support bill 
now pending in the Senate if it is 
passed. 
2. He hoped Congress will enact 
the Upper Colorado basin bill, now 
before the House, as quickly as 
possible. 
3. Urged every American to give 
so generously to the Red Cross in 
its current fund drive that the 
humanitarian organization not only 
will meet, but double, its quota. 
4. He is very gratified by the 
current visit of Italian President 
Giovanni Gronchi to this country 
and hopes that Americans will ex­ 
tend a warm welcome wherever 
he goes to show the nation’s re­ 
spect for Italy as a great member 
of the Western alliance.

5. He is confident that America 
is going to continue to make prog­ 
ress towards the elimination of 
racial barriers. He would not com­ 
ment directly on the “ interposi­ 
tion” resolutions which some south­ 
ern legislations have passed chal­ 
lenging the Supreme Court’s au­ 
thority to order school desegrega­ 
tion. 
6. He did not wish to comment 
directly on Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon’s controversial remark 
crediting the school segregation de­ 
cision in part to a “great Repub­ 
lican chief justice."

FCDA Recommends 
Emergency Kits 
WASHINGTON — (IP) — The 
Federal Civil Defense Administra­ 
tion urges all Americans to have 
on hand a seven-day emergency 
home food supply and a three-day 
personal evacuation-survivai kit. 
The seven-day home food supply 
was urged “because attack may 
cut off regular sources of food. 
Persons who could not be evacu­ 
ated immediately might have to 
depend on home resources.” 
This supply, the FCDA suggest­ 
ed, should include water, canned 
and dehydrated foods, sugar, salt, 
j seasonings, hard candy and chew­ 
ing gum—all in sealed packages, 
jars or cans. 
. The personal evacuation surviv­ 
al kit—light of weight and small 
— should contain food, 
water, 


first*aid items, and any 
special 
medicines needed by chronically 
ill persons. The FCDA also listed 
a jack knife, flashlight, matches, 
disposable eating utensils, cooking 
utensils and a small, non-electric 
stove as priority items for the sur­ 
vival kit. 
The Civil defense organization 
recommended that a shovel, crow­ 
bar and portable, battery-operated 
radio with extra batteries, the last 
a “must” for proper survival pre­ 
paredness, be kept handy whether 
evacuation is undertaken or not.
